to Argument and Evidence, nay and perhaps become 


Happy for 
every honeft Man, that by our Conftitution none is 
look’d upon as guilty, till he be fo prov’d; happy, that 
he is fure to find impartial Judges of his Conduét, and 
that the Prefidents and Princes which are over the King- 
dom are Men of the ftriéteft Integrity and Honour, whofe 
Fidelity and Wifdom can never be corrupted, or impos’d 
upon by malicious Suggeftions, and whofe firm Attach- 
ment to Innocence and Truth will always defeat the 
ftrongeft Attacks of Envy and Injuftice: Happier flill, 
that the Prince does proteét and defend our Liberties ; 
that having Wifdom and Judgment to difcern the Me- 
rits of Men, he has the Goodnefs to encourage, and 
Refolution to fupport thofe, who by their Abilities are 
beit qualified, and by their Virtues moft heartily dif- 
pofed to fet forward and promote the Publick Weal, 
maugre all the Attempts of a few defigning and evil- 
minded Men to difturb it.

King of Pruflia, prefented at Mentz by bis Miniffer the 
Baron de Dankelman. : 


Ortwithftanding the Moderation with which I 
have all along behav'd to the Court of Vienna, 

and tho’ I have from time to time taken all the Steps 
poffible, and made the moft friendly Inftances, to 
come to an Accommodation, and to put an End to 
the Differences that fubfift between Me and the Houle 
of Auftria, who can do this whenever they pleafe, by 
rendering Juftice to my indifputable Rights ; yet the 
Court of Vienna has been far from behaving in the 
fame Manner to me. ‘The Refpect which Potentates 
owe to one another even in Time of War, is there 
quite forgotten, and I am treated with fo litde De- 
corum, and in fo unworthy a Manner, as well by the 
Writings of the Court, as by the Mouths of their 
Minifters, that there is no Example of fuch Out- 
rage. 
. Speing accufiom’d neverthelefs to the haughty Ars: 
of the Court of Vienna, and to the little Refpect they 
pay to other Powers; even in Times of Peace, I 
have all along defpis’d thofe Ways of Dealing, un- 
known to civiliz’d Nations, that are wont to preferve 
a certain Decency in the warmetft Broils. But at Vi- 
enna it has not been thought worth while to ufe fo 
much Ceremony with me; and without any Regard 
to the Laws of War obferv’d by the molt barbarous 
People, Recourfe has been had to the deteftable Ex- 
tremities of employing Emiflaries, Spies, and Ban- 
ditti, to watch all my Motions, to betray me to the 
Enemy, and to attempt even my Life. 
‘ The moft abominable Thing of all is a Confeffion 
made by one of thofe Banditti, that he was oblig’d 
to take an Oath for that Purpofe in the Aulick Coun- 
cil of War, in the Prefence too of the Duke of Lor- 
rain ; which neverthelefs I am Joth to believe. I 
own I am forry for it, for the Sake of the Dake of 
Lorrain, whom I could never have thought capable 
of permitting fuch Indignities, as muft be a Scandal » 
and Reproach to the Court of Vienna, in the Eyes 
of all the World.

Prague, Aprilz. N.S. The Army under the Veit 
Marthal de Neuperg march’d from Olmutz the 26th 
ult. but she Fall of Snow has made the Roads fo unpa!- 
fable for the Artillery, that it was hardly poffible for 
the Army to be at the Place where they intend to ven- 
ture a Battle with the Proflians, before Yeiterday. The 
Enemy's Army confifts of 30,oco Men. The Count 
de Neuperg has under him 26,000 Men of Regular 
Forces befides Militia. General Lentulus is to advanee 
with a good Body on the other Side of Glatz: At the 
fame time 6000 Hungarians will arrive from Jablunka, 
which Troops will thereby form a Triangle to inclofe 
the Pruffians. ’Tis concluded, that after the firft Fire, 
the Auftrian Cavalry confifling of 12,000, all pick’d 
Men, are to fail upon the Enemy, and ‘tis not doubted 
but they will foon put them to Rout, becaufe the Pruf- 
fian Cavalry, which confiit but of 4000 Men, will not 
be abie to ftand the Shock of ours. 

Waurtzbourg, April 8. N.S. An Exprefs is gone thro’ 
here from Vienna for London, who "tis faid carries Ad- 
vice that General Braun has attack’d the Pruffians near 
Neifs, who had z000 Men kill’d and as many wound- 
ed, befides 700 of their Men taken Prifoners.

In the next Par- 
liament the Impeachment againit the Earl of Dandy was 
profecuted with great Warmth. and the Earl infilting 
upon the King’s Pardon, and the Houfe of Lords hav- 
ing appointed a Day to hear Council thereupon, and in 
order to the final Decifion of the A ffair,the Houfe of Com- 
mons voted, that no Commoner fhould prefume to juftify 
that Pardon. Soon after this Parliament was diflolved, 
and another called to meet at Oxford, which ending alfo 
in Confufion, was the laft called by King Charées II. 
The Earl of Danby did indeed remain in the Tower till 
the Beginning of the Year 1684, but this, tho’ a great 
Evil to him, was nothing in comparifon of the Mif- 
chief the Nation fuffered, thro’ the Impreffion made up- 
on the King’s Mind by the Heat of that Profecution. As 
to the Earl himfelf, tho’ he might have the King’s Fa- 
vour, yet he could not afterwards enjoy his Confidence, 
which hindered the Publick from feeling immediately 
the good Effects of the Marriage between the Lady 
Mary and the Prince of Nees alton King William 
III. of glorious Memory, which was brought about by 
this noble Lord, who was likewife very inftrumental in 
the Revolution, and thereby effectually cleared himfelf 
from thefe groundlefs Afperfions of being popifhly af- 
fected, or a Favourer of the French Intereit. 

He rofe gradually in Right of his Merit, and in Con- 
fequence of the great Service he had done to the Crown 
and to his Country. He had pafled through a great 
Variety of Employments before he was advanced to that 
envied Dignity of Lord High Treafurer of England. He 
found the Revenue low, anticipated, and in the utmott 
Confufion. He left it in a fair and flourifhing Candi- 
tion, and yet was never charged, nay never fafpetted 
of oppreffing the Subject. His greateft Enemies allow'd 
that there never was a more jult or noble Action than 
his fixing the Annuities for fich as had fuffered by the 
fhutting up of the Exchequer in his Predeceflor’s Time, 
a Scheme comparable in fome degree to the Sinking 
Fund. If after this Charaéter any one asks, how came 
fo able a Minifter to be run down? I anfwer, by a Coa- 
lition of Parties, that is, by a firm Conjunétion of al! 
the Malecontents in the Nation at that time. The Du- 
chefs of Port/mouth hated him as an Enemy to the 
French, the Earl of Arlinctomn and his Creatures for 
eclipfing their Intereft at Court, the Duke of Monmouth 
and the Earl of Shaftsbury for his Loyalty to the Crown 
and his Zeal for the Church. In fhort, all fuch as were 
angry with the then Situation of things, all fuch as felt 
Inconveniences in their own Circumftances, and all fuch 
as expected private Advantages from publick Changes,
